WASHINGTON, June 14—Air- 
eraft manufacturers with govern- 
ment contracts will begin to pay 
a minimum wage of $1.05 an hour 
on July 8. 

Secretary of Labor Tobin Wed- 


nesday announced that he has 
found the $1.05 rate to be the pre- 
vailing minimum. In fixing the 
minimum rate the Secretary acted 
as required by the Walsh-Healey 
Public Contracts Act. 


Every aircraft manufacturing 
company with a contract of more 
than $10,000 will come under the 
ruling. This mears virtually 
every one in the country. 


The new minimum applies to 
an industry with 165, em- 
ployees at present. However, the 
minimum rate will benefit ap- 
proximately 5,500 employees, who, 
it is estimated, will receive about 
$1,500,000 a year more than at 
present. The remainder now re- 
ceive $1.05 an hour or better. 


For the fiscal year of 1949 gov- 
ernment contracts for the aircraft 
industry represent approximately 
one-third of the totah amounts of 
all government contracts. 

The total of all 
contracts is estimated the De- 
partment of Labor as $3,500,000,- 
000. Purchases by the govern- 
ment fromgthe aircraft industry 
will be appfoximately $1,100,000,- 
000 for the same period. 

The new hourly wage rate will 
supersede a rate of 50 cents an 
hour. The lower rate was found 
to be the prevailing minimum 
when wage rates in the aircraft 
industry were last studied in 1938.

Beresford said he had been try- 
ing unsuccessfully to get a hear- 
ing before the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations subcommittee investigat- 
ing McCarthy’s accusations of 
Communism in the State Depart- 
ment. He said he wanted to tell 
the committee about McCarthy’s 
record as a state judge in Wis- 
cortsin. 

Beresford went to McCarthy’s 
office Wednesday morning and 
asked to see the Senator. Told 
McCarthy was attending a meet- 
ing elsewhere in the building, 
Beresford then took up a stand 
outside the.door of the meeting 
room. 

When McCarthy emerged, 
Beresford walked up and said he 
wanted to talk to him. McCarthy, 
forewarned by his office, said he 
had no time and started to walk 
away. 

Beresford then took McCarthy 
by the shoulder. He demanded 
the Senator retract his charges 
against §Ambassador-at-large 
Philip C. Jessup. McCarthy has

Walkie-Talkie Use 
Set for Southern 


Southern Railway and the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men Wednesday officially closed the book on their three- 
month-old “wildcat strike” controversy and at the same 
time took a progressive railroad step, officials say. 


Union and company officials 
agreed on the use of the highly 
controversial “walkie-talkie” radio 
equipment in yards and train en- 
gines, 

Although use of radio as a 
means of communication in rail 
and yard service has not been 
uncommon in the past five years, 
its adoption by Southern marks 
the first mutual walkie-talkie 
agreement on record. 

By accepting this use of equip- 
ment, both parties have insured 
an increased volume of business 
for the company, increased pay 
allowances for union members and 
more efficient and improved gen- 
eral working conditions a company 
spokesman said. 

Walkie-talkies are used in the 


switching yards and cabs of 
switch-bound engines. They are 
especially helpful in fog and. in- 


clement weather. In the past, 
lamps or spotlights were used to 
relay signals. Failure of engine- 
men to see them often resulted 
in hazardous conditions for yard- 
men. 

Orders by foremen and super- 
visors are amplified by a loud- 
speaker system insuring safety 
during operations. Cabmen and 
supervisors are also supplied with 
equipment for relaying instruc- 
tions during freight operations.

A Suggestion — 
To the State Committee 


The State Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee sometime ago moved to remedy a 
situation existing in many counties where- 
by the local Executive Committee held of- 
fice indefinitely and often without election 
by the people. In a ruling, the State Com- 
mittee insisted that elections be held. For 
that it i- to be commended. The coming 
primary is the first election in which that 
ruling applies. 

However, events in Treutlen County, 
which seem to have come about chiefly as 
a result of a misunderstanding, and the 


charges of a citizen of Seminole County 
that his efforts to become a candidate for 
the County Executive Committee have 
been itymied, show that yet another step 
is necessary. Most counties still choose to 
elect by the write-in system rather than 
require candidates to qualify, a process 
which places their names on the ballot. 
The Democratic Committee has an impor- 
tant job. It. holds complete power over 
local primaries. For tnat reason the peo- 
ple should know the names of the candi- 
dates running for places on the Committee. 


We suggest that the State Committee 
bolster its earlier ruling by making quali- 
fication of the candidates for County Ex- 
ecutive Committee posts uniform through- 
out the State. 


That practice now is, and long has been, 
in effect in Fulton and other urban coun- 
ties. This year a number of other coun- 
ties have adopted the procedure, Walker 
and Treutlen among them. 


There has been, happily, a great spurt 
of interest in the local Executive Commit- 
tee posts.. That accourits for the large 
number of alleged irregularities concern- 
ing local committees. 


The basis of this revived interest is 
threefold. First came the excellent ruling 
of the S.ate Committee requiring elections 
of local committeemen. Second was a se- 
ries af articles in The Constitution by Po- 
litical Editor M. L. St. John emphasizing 
existing inadequacies anc the importance 
of the local committees. Third is the fact 
that CEKLOR, a combined civic group, 
has campaigned for greater recognition of 
the part local committees play in our elec- 
tions. 

The State Committee ruling started the 
reform. A further ruling now requiring 
local committee candidates to qualify and 
have their names placed on the local ballot 
obviously could not apply in the coming 
primary. But it would lend assurance that 
the confusion would be cleared up for the 
next election. We urge that it take this 
action at the first opportunity.

Florida Leaves 
Georgia Behind 


Come next month Florida cows will 
roam the highways at their own—and their 
owners’ —risk. 

A state law barting livestock from the 
highways was passedeby the 1949 Florida 
legislature. It becomes effective July 1. 
The law provides that any owner who per- 
mits livestock to roam the highways will 
be liable for any damage caused by acci- 
dents or otherwise. In addition, he could 
be sentenced to six months in jail or fined 
$500 or hoth. ' 

For years Flqrida and Georgia have 
been subject to much criticism—justified, 
we think—for failing to require livestock 
to be fenced in. In many counties, cows 
along the highway constitute a major men- 
ace to motorists. A great many accidents, 
many of them fatal and all: unnecessary, 
has been the result. 


Next month, Florida will come off the 
list of backward states in this respect. But 
Georgia will remain, stubbornly insistent 
on maintaining an archaic statute meant 
for the mid-i9th century. Isn’t it time 
Georgia, too, did something about it?

Has Everything 


All the angles of a political contest are seen 
this year in Wilcox County—a little two-unit 
county which traditionally gives its vote to the 
Talmadge faction. Honest elections, state em- 

ployees, organization on a precinct basis, handshaking and speaking 
on a precinct basis, and big Saturday afternoon motorcade rallies. 
Wilcox has become a doubtful county this year. 


Without casting any reflections on any local citizens or officials, 
we make these reports: Two state employees are in charge of hold- 
ing the election in two precincts. When Gov. Talmadge asked for 
a show of hands of persons in his audience who help hold elections, 
five men seated on.the stage beside Talmadge held up their hands. 
There is no charge that any of these gentlemen would do anything 
unfair. However, there is great potential danger in having as elec- 
tion holders someone. whose own livelihood is dependent upon the 
success of one of the candidates. 


Observers This friendship of local election holders with one 

candidate emphasizes the need of the opposition 
to have observers present at every box—not only in one county but 
in every county in the state. And, not only one year but every 
political year. Elections are not won by candidates discussing issues 
and then hoping that the people will go to the polls and vote for 
them. It takes precinct organization. 


Wilcox County provides a fine contrast of the types of cam- 
paigns being conducted by former Acting Gov. Thompson and 
Gov. Talmadge. When Gov. Talmadge rolled into Rochelle one hot 
Saturday afternoon in a 35-car motorcade from nearby Telfair 
County, the city closed up for a big speaking. Its main street was 
blocked off on the busiest day of the week, and farmers and others 
for miles around came to town to hear the son of the Sage of Sugar 
Creek lambast “that FEPC, anti-segregation crowd,” and “foreign- 
owned newspapers.” About 900 people were present. 

No Show Thompson didn’t put on such a show, but he 

spoke to about 700 people when he stopped in 
four precincts of this little county. His supporters say he talked 
with more Wilcox Countians than did Talmadge with his motor- 
cades from other counties. Local Talmadge supporters retort that 
Thompson was speaking to Talmadge voters who merely listened 
out of curiosity and will vote for Talmadge. 

Wilcox County became a doubtful county because of the Gov- 
ernor sponsoring special taxes last year and passing the Voter 
Reregistration Bill. Thompson, centering his appeal among the 
“Wool Hat” supporters of the late “Ole Gene” Talmadge, moved in 
with his charge that “the son isn’t the father.” 

Possessing all the elements in the state gubernatorial campaign, 
Wilcox County will be interesting to watch when the results start 
coming in June 28.

its ‘right hand will be in position to pay him a subsidy. Neither does Sen. J. William Fulbright

The loan is as safe as the eggs. The, RFC 
will get back its money so long as the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture continues to support egg 
prices. As the Senator described the deal, the 
federal money men lent the $300,000 as workins 
capital last year to Henningsen La Mesa, Inv., 
an egg buyer-dryer of La Mesa, Texas. Victor 
W. Henningsen personally guaranteed the loan. 
He has been paying back installments when due 
on the dot. The RFC never made a better loan. 


“Are dried eggs in great demand by the 
public?” inquired Senator Fulbright. This 
was supposed to be a small joke, dryer even 
than the eggs, but RFC Director William E. 
Willett took it seriously. He said he did not 
know how avidly the public was buying the 
government’s dried eggs; all he knew was 
that Henningsen was selling them in vast 
quantities. 


“Don't you know that dried eggs are in great 
surplus?” insisted the Senator. “A cave in Kan- 
sas is full of them and 100,000,000 pounds are 
spoiling. Didn’t you know that?” 

“No, sir,” replied the pink-faced, soft-voiced 
director. 

“But if dried eggs are in great surplus,” the 
Senator went on, ‘what is the public interest in 
fostering more production of dried eggs?”’

one. He said the business obviously was pros- 
pering, that it provided employment in: Texas 
and that the RFC was getting its money back 
with interest. 

“But where does the public benefit?” snapped 
Senator F. ‘‘What is the interest of the people in 
drying still more eggs?” 

“Well,” said Willett, “it is in the interest of 
the chicken growers.” 

This sounded like a lame answer to the Sen- 
ator, but it was the best he could get. He went 
on: 

“How could you make such a loan without 
knowing anything about dried eggs?” 


Willett said that just because he was igno- 
rant about eggs didn’t mean the RFC, as a 
corporation, was also without knowledge of 
eggs. And already, he continued, Henning- 
sen has reduced the loan to $269,000. No bor- 
rower could be better payed. 


“Yes,” said the Senator; “your loan is good 
as long as the government supports the price 
of eggs.” 

“That is true,” said Director Willett. I have 
been worrying about eggs ever since he said it. 
So has Senator Fulbright. The more you think 
about the government's eggs the more scrambled 
they become. 


British Labor Party Jumps Gun 


WASHINGTON—The British Labor Party jumped the gun on both its conservative opposition 
at home and its detractors in the American Congress when it rejected the French steel and coal pool- 
ing plan on the frank ground that it would place British Socialism at the mercy of a foreign “Anti- 


Socialist Majority.” 

Even before this statement was issued Re- 
publican Senators were cranking up for another 
attempt to restrict Britain’s share in the current 
Marshall Plan appropriation on the ground that 
the Attlee Government is deliberately setting the 
sterling area up as a competitor of the other 
European nations the United States is helping. 


And while British conservative politicians 
had been treading softly, their newspaper 
supporters more and more echoed the view 
of The Lendon Economist that “it is diffi- 
cult to find anyone ... who are not now 
being driven to the conclusion that the Brit- 
ish government's desire is to sabotage any 
moves toward European economic unity.” 


The formal Labor Party pronouncement not 
only acknowledged that it ts against any unifi- 
cation move, political or economic, that infringes 
Britain's Socialistic sovereignty, but it challenged 
its opposition to battle on that issue when it said: 

“All the forms of union so far discussed en- 
tail a transfer of power from the people of the 
individual European’ states to some new body. 


This would involve a major constitutional change 


in every country. 

... It is, therefore, the duty of any group 
of persons who desire this change to seek to con- 
vert the people in each country to their views. 

“In particular any politica] party which sup- 
ports the change is clearly obliged to make it 
a major proposal! in its election program. No poli- 
tician has the right to support such changes un- 
less he has the honesty and courage to present 
them for the verdict of his own electorate.” 

The statement hit the Conservative Party in 
its tencerest spot when it advanced Britain's posi- 
tion as the “nerve center” of the British Com- 
monwealth and the banker of the sterling area 
as an added reason why the Labor. government 
“cannot see European unity as an overriding end 
in itself.” 

On the basis of the latter statement The Lon- 
don Express, owned by Lord Beaverbrook, a pillar 
of the Conservative Party, praised the Labor 
Party for its good sense in turning its back on 
Europe. 

But The Manchester Guardian, chief spokes- 


time it realized that very few people in Eu- 
rope or America share the childish assump- 
tion that ‘Socialist’ Britain is the most per- 
fect of countries and that only if Europe is 
first remade in our own image can we begin 
to co-dperate fully.” 


Issuance of the surprising Labor Party pro- 
nunciamento on the eve of the summer Parlia- 
mentary opening suggests that the Attlee Gov- 
ernment picked resistance to foreign interference 
in British affairs as the issue upon which it can 
win another election. 

Warning, in effect, that unity with non-So- 
cialistic nations inevitably would reduce the gov- 
ernment benefits now going to British workers, 
the statement seems well calculated to rally La- 
bor votes. 

That opposition politicians are fearful it would 
so result is indicated by the absence so far of 
any Conservative Party motion in formal con- 
demnation of the Labor Party stand.

What Brings About Inflation? 


The American people are not afraid of a runaway inflation, because they have never had the ex- 
perience. But they are scared to death of a depression, because everybody in the country more than 
thirty years old has vivid recollections of what a depression can do to a country and to its economy. 


Now they are taking comfort in news of soar- 
ing prices for scrap steel, in the unprecedented 
housing boom, in the automobile production of 9 
million vehicles a year, and in other indicators of 
a continued rise in business activity. 

The demand, they console themselves, is pres- 
ent for continued business activity for several 
years yet. 

All of that is true. No reputable economist 
that we know of is now predicting a depression. 
But many of them are worried about inflation, 
which most Americans are shrugging off, because 
they have never had a runaway inflation. Not 
knowing what it is, they have no féar of it. 

Inflation is the opposite of depression, It is at

a depression. In a depression some values always 
remain. For a while those values are, to be sure, 
much depleted, but they are still there, and they 
always come back, 


But inflation wipes out all values, even 
the value of money. In the kind of inflation 
that Germany had after World War I or that 

_ Greece had after World War II, a man who 
has put a lifetime of savings in life insur- 
ance finds his $10,000 policy worth fifty 
cents. 


The talk about “controlled inflation” is poppy- 
cock. An inflation balloon can snap its moorings 
in an instant and soar into the stratosphere be- 
fore anybody can catch the ropes. 

When that happens, the housewife who goes to 
the store to buy a pound of steak will have to 
stand at the end of a line a block long. When she 
takes her place the price of the steak will be five 
dollars a pound. By the time she reaches the door 
the storekeeper will come out with a piece of 
chalk and mark up the price to ten dollars. By the 
time she gets to the countér the price will have 
been marked up until she probably hasn't enough 
money to buy her pound of steak. 

That’s not exaggeration. It happened that way 
in Germany. 

Inflation .is caused by the overexpansion of 
money or credit, or both. We have three times as 
much currency in circulation as we did before the 
war. We have ten times as much credit, which is 
check-book money. 

What is the cause of this overexpansion’ of 
money and credit? In most cases it is deficit fi- 
nancing by the government. When the govern- 
ment cannot pay its expensés with current reve-. 


nue, it simply issues bonds and goes into debt.’ 


The bonds become reserves for credit—check- 
book money. The more of it there is, the less it 
is worth, and the higher prices will go. 

When does the inflation balloon snap its mioor-, 
ings and go into the stratosphere? When in-° 
vestors decide that they have enough government 
bonds and won’t buy any more. Nobody knows 
when investors will decide they don’t want any, 
more bonds. First it will be just a few, then a fews 

more, then a lot more, and finally, everybody. 4 

When the government can no longer sell its: 
bonds, what does it do for money? The only re-* 
course is the printing press.

Palpitation, throbbing or forc- 
ible beating or rapid action 
of the heart which is felt by 


the patient, usually depends on. 


emotional disturbance, excessive 
indulgence in alcohol, tobacco, 
tea, coffee or other cause than 
heart disease. Occasionally a 
patient with heart disease com- 
plains of palpitation, though not 
as the chief or only complaint. 
Speaking of coffee, it Is my 
conviction that ordinary moder- 
ate use of good coffee (brewed 
as described in the red book 
What to Eat and Why—for a 
copy send 25 cents and stamped, 
self-addresed envelope—is bene- 
ficial for adults with weak 
heart, heart disease or slow 
heart muscle failure or coronary 
thrombosis or angina pectoris. 


Caffeine, the active principle 
in coffee, in a cup of good cof- 
fee, gently stimulates the heart 
without. after-depression as 
when other heart stimulants are 
used. Moreover, caffeine tends 
to relax or dilate the coronary 
arterioles which feed fresh blood 
to the heart muscle and thus to 
prevent or relieve anoxia or 
oxygen-deficiency in the heart 
muscle. 

So I advise people with any 
kind of heart trouble to con- 
tinue to enjoy their morning 
coffee and another cup..or two 
at dinner if they do not retire 
until four hours or longer after

Newspaper 
Target of 


NEW ORLEANS, June 14—(7) 
The Government filed anti-trust 
charges against the Times-Pica- 
yune Wednesday, accusing it of 
trying to corner the newspaper 
business in New Orleans. The pa- 
per promptly indicated it would 
fight the suit as a test case for the 
industry 


The suit, as explained by Atty. 
Gen. J. Howard McGrath in Wash- 
ington, accuse the Times- 
Picayune Publishing Company and 
four of its executives of attempt- 
ing to destroy its competitor, The 
Iter. 


‘ 


The newspaper put restrictions 
on its advertising and circulation 
sales in its fight against The Item 
which violated the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act, the Government 
charged. 

Leonard K. Nicholson, president 
of the publishing company and a 
defendant, countered that a “sub- 
stantial part of the charges. made 
by the Government are incorrect.” 
“Those which are true,” he 
added, “involve publishing prac- 
tices. followed by many news- 
papers of this country for years 
and their legality has never here- 
tofore been questioned. 

“We are prepared to meet the 
issues on trial in this case and are 
confident that the court will hold 
that we have not violated the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act,” Nichol- 
son said. 

The civil action filed in U. S. 
District Court here was the second 
such suit against a newspaper. A 
suit filed against the Lorain, Ohio, 


The suit here, however, is the
